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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 5-9 and 12-19 are allowed. 



Regarding independent Claims 1 and 12: The closest prior art to the instant 
invention is Kenny (U.S. Patent No. 5,224,529). Kenny teaches tool for a lathe having a 
mounting shaft (boring member) (45 & 51 held together by set screw 52) extending 
parallel to a longitudinal axis of the lathe and adapted to support a bade (42). Kenny 
also teaches a stabilization assembly having vertical and horizontal axis and is fixed 
adjacent to a lathe via T-bar (See Figure below and Col. 6, lines 31-69). Furthermore, 
Kenny teaches an articulation assembly (T-bar 46 & 47) supporting the boring member. 
Regarding claim 1, Kenny fails to anticipate or make obvious a rotational prevention 
assembly engaging the articulation assembly and the boring member to selectively 
permit and prevent rotation of the boring member about the longitudinal axis of the 
boring member. Regarding claim 12, Kenny teaches a horizontal support (48) and a first 
housing (46). However, Kenny fails to anticipate or make obvious a second housing 
pivotally mounted on the first housing as well as on the horizontal support.
